WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.— 


Advancing his "commodity dollar" 
plans, President Roosevelt asked 
longress today to redefine 
his 
dollar powers to enable periodic 
revaluation within a range of 50 
to 60 per cent of the present gold 
content. 
"We can organize a currency 


system which will be both sound 
and adequate," he Insisted, aware 
of the dissent due to spring from 
within both parties but showing 
no doubt that congressional ma- 
jorities would stay with him.

Take Further Stop. 


"At this time we can usefully 
take a further step, which we 
hope will contribute to an ulti- 
mate worjd-wide solution. 


"Certain lessons seem clear. For 


example, the free circulation of 
gold coins Is unnecessary, leads 
to hoarding, and tends to a pos- 
sible weakening of national fi- 
nancial structures in 
times 
of 
emergency. The practice of trans- 
ferring gold from one individual 
to another or from the govern- 
ment to an individual within a 
nation is not only unnecessary, 
but is in every way undesirable. 
The transfer of gold in bulk is 
essential only for the payment of 
international trade balances. 
"Therefore (t is a prudent step 


to vest in the government of a 
nation the title to and possession 
of all monetary gold within its 
boundaries and to keep that gold 
in the form of bullion rather than 
in coin.

The civil, service commission will 
make inquiry among representa- 
tive local business and profession- 
al men and women concerning the 
experience, ability and character 
of each applicant, and the evi- 
dence thus secured will be consid- 
ered in determining the ratings to 
be assigned to the applicants. 


Certify Three Highest. 
Under the term* of the execu- 
tive order, the civil service com- 
mission will certify to the post- 
master general the namen of the 
highest three qualified eligible*, if 
as many as three are qualified, 
from which the postmaster gener- 
al may select one for nomination 
by the president. Confirmation by 
the senate is the final action. 
The civil service commission, in 
rating the examination papers of 
candidates who are veterans 
or 
the World War, Spanish-American 
War or the Philippine iasurrec- 
tion, shall add to their earned 
ratings five points and make cer- 
tification to the postmaster gener- 
al in accordance with their rela- 
tive positions thus acquired.

N.. school nurse, as a precaution- 
ary measure to prevent the dis- 
ease's spreading. 
Mrs. McAdams,

for the fourth month, ending Jan, 
12, 1934. 
Both follow: 


Children who have been absent 


from school because of red mea- 
sles should remain out of school 
AVO weeks from day of the ap- 
pearance of rash. 


When measles break out in a 


family, 
all other children who 
have been exposed should remain 
at home two weeks. 


When a member of a class is 
absent with measles, other chil- 
dren in class having bad colds, 
running nose or sore throat, and 
who have not had measles should 
not be permitted to attend school, 


The most important measures in 


controlling communicable .disease 
is strict enforcement of following 
simple rules: 


1. 
Covering mouth and 
nose 


with handkerchief when coughing 
or sneezing. 


2. 
Keeping of fingers, pencils 
or anything else out of the mouth.

In a scene made the more dra- 
matic by a tight-lipped secrecy 
imposed upon all present, Mr. 
Roosevelt last night spread his 
cards upon a white house table be 
fore half a hundred senators and 
representatives. 
Among those present were Sen 
ator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader; Speaker Ralney 
and two former secretaries of the 
treasury—Senator Glass of Virginia 
and Senator McAdoo of California. 
Virtually the entire, membership 
of the senate and house banking 
committee also took part. 
Monetary discussion on Capitol 
Hill was started even before the 
president's message arrived. The 
house coinage committee called be- 
fore a list of experts, including O. 
M. W. Sprague, resigned treasury 
aide, to gather opinions on the 
whole monetary field.

"Why has the price of cotton In- 
creased from 5c in 1933 to approx- 
imately lie in 1934?" This question 
was asked a group of 65 farmers 
by C. G. Brock vocational agent in- 
structor of the 
Mildred 
High 
School last Wednesday night, Jan. 
10, at a cotton acreage reduction 
meeting at the 
Navarro High 
School. 


The cotton producers reached the 
decision that the 1933 cotton plow 
up campaign was responsible for 
cotton doubling itself In value. 
The group agreed that the 25 
million bale supply of cotton on 
hand at the present time made Jt 
necessary for more governmental 
regulation of cotton production, to 
maintain and increase the present 
price of cotton in 1934. 


Charts and 
illustrations 
were 
used to simplify the cotton con- 
tract. Very little discussion was de- 
voted to the term, "managing share 
tenant." Members of the group 
agreed that the owner and tenant 
would have to work together har- 
moniously or the plan would fail.

Births exceeded deaths in Na* 
varro county during 1933 almost 
two to one. records in the office* 
of L. c. Morgan, county clerk, 
and J. P. Welch, city secretary, 
reveal. 
Deaths exceeded births 
within the corporate limits of the 
city of Coraicana. 


The combined figures from the 
city and county show than there 
were 1,006 births and 532 death 
certificates recorded during the 
year. 


There were 808 birth certificates 
and 301 death certificates filed 
in the county clerk's office and 
231 deaths and 203 births in the 
city secretary's office, 


Mr. 
Welch, 
however, 
stated 
that there were 48 deaths of non- 
residents in local hospitals, as 
compared with 23 births to non- 
residents, making the deaths of 
persons residing within the 
city 
limits 183 as compared with 178 
births within the city. 
The city 
registrar stated he believed 
a 
number of births had not been 
recorded, especially among 
the 
colored 
population 
where mid- 


wives frequently attend. 
There were 181 birth and- 55 
death certificates filed In the of- 
fice of Sam B. Jordan, Justice of 
the peace, and precinct 1 regis- 
trar during 1933, ft slight In- 
crease over the previous year. 
The recordings of Judge Jor- 
dan's office are Included in the 
county totals, while those filed 
in Welch's office go directly to 
the state and are not filed in 
the county clerk's office.
